Golden Broom and Sunlit 
Peaks Brighten Triumphal 
Reyatfloute to Docks 

Bright sunshine reflected from 
llghtly-rippting watei, golden 
masses of broom, and In the dis¬ 
tance the peaks of the Olympic 
Mountains Jutting 5 above low 
lying cloud banks, combined this 
morning to make the perfect set¬ 
ting for the last drive of King 
George and Queen Elizabeth 
through the most westerly big 
city of their Empire. 

But the picture was not a 
static one. Between the Royal 
car and the Strait of Juan de 
Fuca on Its left side and the 
broom ctfmbing Beacon Hill on 
Its right were arrayed wildly- 
cheering thousands of Their 
Majesties* subjects, massed for a 
last gllnmse of the Royal Couple 
starting their homeward Journey. 

Their Majesties rode In a yel¬ 
low touring car owned by Row¬ 
land and Charles Hills Of Vic¬ 
toria. The specially : built maroon 
Royal car in which they drove 
through the city on Monday night 
and yesterday, had preceded them 
to Vancouver by the midnight 
boat. 

Ahead and around them rode a 
motorcycle escort of 10 sclrlet- 
coated officers and men of the 
Princess Patricia’s Canadian 
Light Infantry. 

—The crowds were thin at the 
start of the route of this last 
Royal procession, but as the 
cortege moved down Moss Street 
the numbers on the sidewalks 
steadily Increased, until turning 
on to Dallas Road Their Majes¬ 
ties were riding between solid 
hedges of cheering and flag wav¬ 
ing grown-ups and children. 

As the Royal car moved along 
Victoria's waterfront drive the

MONTREAL (CP)—The Que¬ 
bec "padlock law" against Com¬ 
munism was upheld today in a 
Superior Court judgment by 
Chief Justice R. A. E. Green- 
shields. It was the first test the 
law has had since its adoption 


tarry with the crowd. Particu¬ 
larly did the King seem to enjoy 


March 24, 1937. 

The Chief Justice found the 
law, properly called "an act to 
protect the province against 
Communist propaganda,” lntra 
vires of the Quebec Legislature 
by upholding specifically the ac¬ 
tion of Louis Flneberg against a 
tenant, Muni Taub, claimed by 
provincial police to have been 
using his home for the dissemi¬ 
nation of Communist propa¬ 
ganda. 

Fineberg Instituted court ac¬ 
tion after he had been served by 
provincial police with an eviction 
order against Taub, who refused 
to move, complaining his lease 
had not expired. Premier Mau¬ 
rice Duplessis. as Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral of the province, was named 
intervenant In the case. 

NO NEW OFFENCE 

In his Judgment, Chief Justice 
Oreenshlelds said that nowhere 
in the act Is a crime or criminal 
■offence created. 

"The purpose of the act is to 
prevent, not to punish." he said. 
"This Is clearly a declaration af- 
fecting the use of property 
within the province. 

"It admittedly gives a large 
power to the Attorney General of 
the province . . . but the power 
given to the Attorney - General 
does not make the u,ser of that 
house (where Bolshevism If 
propagated) a criminal and sub¬ 
ject to punishment as auoh. Call| 
it confiscation or temporary coo- 
fit-cation of property. That does 
not render the enactment ultra 
vires. 

"Nowhere in the Criminal 
Code of Canada is there found 
any legislation declaring the art 
covered by the statute a crim¬ 
inal offence." 

The Chief Justice said "there 
can be a domain In which pro¬ 
vincial and Dominion legislation 
may overlap, in which case 
neither legislation will be ultra 
vires if the field Is clear; but if 
the field Is not clear and the two 
legislatures meet the Dominion 
legislation must prevail." 

"Without hesitation I am able 
to say that in the present case 
the field is absolutely clear," said 
the Judge. 

NOT IN CONFLICT 

1 have already said ... the 
statute in question Is In no way 
repugnant to or in conflict with I 
any legislation or exclusive 
powers given to the Federal 
Parliament under the British 
North America Act. 

"There is not a suggestion In 
the statute of any change In any 
rule or provision of procedure in 
criminal matters. I fail to find 
In the statute any reference with I 
freedom of speech, but the sta¬ 
tute books of every province In 
Canada abound with provisions 
putting some restraint on the 
nature and substance of its citi¬ 
zens’ speech The statute with 
which I am dealing does not." 

Chief Justice Grcenshlelds 
said that so far as the statute 
waa concerned he agreed with 
statements by the Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral that the defendant. Taub. 
may entertain all the Commu¬ 
nistic opinions cand views he 
chooses. "He may release those 
views by word of mouth to his 
friends, or even his enemies.”

Molotoff’s speech, In which he 
termed the Anglo-French efforts 
to bring Russia into the peace 
bloc as "Insufficient and ineffec- 
tlve," was a shock to British 
official circles. Before he spoke, 
there had been an inclination here 
to regard the pact as complete, 
needing only signatures of the 
allied powers to make It effective. 

Official comment was lacking, 
while the text of Molotoff'i 
speech was being studied care¬ 
fully. It waa transmitted Imme¬ 
diately to Prime Minister Cham¬ 
berlain and Foreign Secretary 
Viscount Halifax, who jre in the 
country for the Whitsuntide hoU- 
day. 

ON BIG SCALE 
The first reaction here waa to

Move Squalus Into 
Shallower Water 

PORTSMOUTH. NJl (API— 
Navy divers, toiling on the task 
of raisin* the sunken submarine 
Squalus and her 36 dead, de¬ 
scended 240 feet below the surface 
today to attach connections with 
which to build up air pressure in 
the water-free forward compart¬ 
ments of the hull. 

The operation was one of the 
preliminaries to the salvage plan 
which calls for attaching heavy 
chains and pontoons to the 
sunken craft, forward and aft, 
and, raising her a little at a time, 
gradually moving her to shal¬ 
lower water. Once In water 100 
to 130 feet deep, salvage officials 
said, the problem of bringing the 
submarine to the surface would 
be greatly simplified. 

Budding up of air pressure in 
the forward compartments which 
-were not flooded when the 
Squalus sank May 23, 15 miles 
from this port, was necessary, 
they explained, to support not

LONDON—A suave and smil¬ 
ing one-time champagne sales 
man, who is able to Impress 
provincial Adolf Hitler with a 
knowledge of foreign languages 
and far placea, is coming to be 
regarded here as one of the grav¬ 
est single threats to European 
peace. 

When Joachim von Ribbentrop 
in a recent interview, again 
branded the democracies as "de¬ 
generate," British statesmen 
thought they saw therein a fair 
sample of the sort of thing the 
German Foreign Minister pours 
into the ears of Hitler. 

For It is common knowledge 
that Hitler looks upon Ribben¬ 
trop as a know-all oracle on for¬ 
eign countries. 

He it is who feeds Hitler many 
of his notions about England. 
France and America. History 
does not record whether Rlbben 
trop ever lived In the United 
Slates, but he did do business in 
Canada tor about lour year* be¬ 
fore the war. 

As a champagne salesman he 
alto got to know something of 
the life of France and England. 
But that very probably was from 
the slant of a champagne sales- 


Born in 1898, son of a soldier 
father, he was educated in Metz. 
Grenoble and Isondon. He there¬ 
fore speaks French and English 
as fluently as German—some¬ 
thing which would Impress a Hit¬ 
ler, who sometimes has five- 
round sparring contests with Or¬ 
man grammar. 

When the war broke out, Rlb- 
bentrop enlisted as a volunteer 
and wound up as a first lieuten¬ 
ant in the Hussars, having fought 
on both the western and eastern 
fronts, having been wounded 
and having received the Iron 
Cross first and second class. 

He went to Turkey as aide-de- 
camp to a German war depart- 
ment minister and finally left the 
army in 1920, going back Into the 
wine business. In that tame year 
came hit first big step up the lad¬ 
der. His dealings In the "bubbly” 
led him to close acquaintance 
with the family of Henkell, the 
Orman champagne king. He 
wooed and won Anna Henkell 
and they were wed In 1928. He 
now set up in business tt home 
and built s fine house in the gar¬ 
den suburbs of Berlin where ha 
and his wife entertained lavishly. 

Somewhere along the line he 
met Hitler. He became convinced 
that Hitler was the coming man. 
It was he who arranged a meet- 
ing between Hitler and Franz 
von Papen. who stood close «o

Many business men of Victoria, 
especially restaurant owners and 
those who built stands, were;

Only one or two restaurant 1 
owners In town expressed them-1 
selves as satisfied with business 
done during the celebrations. One j 
reported 3,800 people had been 
served during the day—“as many 
as could be expected.” A smaller 
coffee shop said that its best 
day had been experienced with 
nearly 1,000 people being handled. 
The majority of the restaurant 
owners, however, were disap¬ 
pointed with the results of their 
preparations for the crowds. Due 
restaurant reported serving orly 
400 people whereas it had planned 
on serving from 2,000 to 2,500. 
Another restaurant expected 
from 5,000 to 6.000 customers and 
had only 1.000 visitors to its 
counter and tables. 

Make shift places of eating suf¬ 
fered the moat with some serving 
only two or three people during 
the day after preparing for hun 
deeds Most restaurants prepared 
box lunches but there were few 
sold.
